REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . K The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The reiection of claims 1 . 1 1 . 12. 15. 18 and 21 under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over the prior art is maintained for 
the reasons of record. Applicant argues that in ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue, the 
prior art reference as a whole must be considered and asserts that what has not been considerered in Lehrer is that for prostate 
cancer. Lehrer teaches that Lipophilin C expression is decreased. Therefore, applicant asserts that Lehrer teaches away from 
the the claimed inventions. This argument is not found persuasive. The claims pertaining to measurements made in cell or 
. tissue samples have not been rejected. The claims that are reiected are those pertaining to or including the step of measuring 
bodily fluids. Therefore, these claims read on detection of metastasis, which is a method that Lehrer dearly teaches and 
suggests, despite showing that expression of Lipophilin C is decreased in prostate cancer cells. Lehrer clearly shows that 
expression of Lipophilin C in uterus and ovary is greater than that of white blood cells (see Figure 1 1 A). Therefore. Lehrer's 
teaching that metastasis of uterine or ovarian cancer ceils could be detected by measuring Lipophilin C expression in blood is 
supported despite the teaching that in prostate cancer cells. Lehrer teaches a decrease in Lipophilin C expression.
